“I am here at the invitation of the 
Colorado Livestock Associgtion, and I 
desire to express my appreciation of 


progress in the handling of public 
lands and national forests. They have 
met and overcome the unrelenting op-

because they have been right. I want 
to express also my appreciation of the 
work of the American National Live- 
stock Association. It has been one of 
the really important forces workin 
toward effective railway regulation, 
while its support of the policy of Fed- 
eral range control has given it a large 
Place in national affairs. As an old- 

stockman, I realize that the pres- 
ent order of things on the open range 
cannot continue, and that the sure way 
to protect the range itself, prevent the 
increase of big outfits, promote the 
equitable use of the grazing lands and 
foster genuine hemestead settiement, is 
to extend over the open range a sys- 
tem of range control somewhat similar 
to that now in effect on the national 


forests.

THE FOREST SERVICE. 


“You progressive stockmen have 
stood heartily by the conservation 
movement, and with you have stood 
many others throuhgout the West, to 
whom large credit is due, such as the 


lumbermen in Washington and Ore- 


gon, the irrigators in California, and 
the supporters of the country lite 
movement in and around Spokane. I 
want to make my acknowledgements in 
particular to the Colorado Forestry As- 


sociation, which has supported the for- 


est work of the government with such 
unselfish seal. The Forest Service has 
enemies because it is effective. Some 
of its best work has been met by the 


bitterest opposition. For example, it 


has done a real service by blocking the 
road against the grabbers of water

HEARING ON PIRACY CHARGE. 


Witnesses in George Washington Wise 
Case Are Heard—They Tell of 
Exciting Night at Sea. : 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—The pre- 
liminary hearing of George Washing- 
ton Wise, charged with murder and 
robbery on the high seas, m connec- 
tion with the attempt to seize the 
Steamship Buckman off the coast of 
Oregon, began late today before United 
States Commissioner Wright. 

The witnesses examined were Sec- 
ond Officer Fritz Piath of the Buck- 
man, Dr. Glover, autopsy surgeon of 
this city; Otto Kolmeister, quartermas- 
ter of the steamship; R. C. Brennan, 
chief officer: W. B. Wells, general 
agent of the Alaska-Pacific Steamship 
Company, and Stephen Bunner, who 
arrested Wise on the arrival of the 
vessel here. 

At the hearing, witnesses testified 
to the occurences of the exciting night 
when the pirates held possession of the 
ship. F. B. Duryea, attorney for the 
alleged pirate, fought step by step the 
introduction of any testimony of 
events occurring after Wise deserted 
his companion. 

He contended that since the two were 
not charged with conspiracy, any evi- 
dence not directly bearing on the 
actions of his client, was inadmissibie. 


SEARCHING -FOR A PIRATE. 


United States Marshal Sends Broadcast 
Description’ of, Edward Wood, 
Known as “French West.”

“SHIP SAYS INSPECTOR DEW. 


Doctor and Typist Accused in Court of Murdering 
Belle Elmore, Former’s Wife, But Are Remaniled Un- 
til Neat Month Without Entering Plea—Captor Tells 
of Finding Notes Indicating Intention to Kill Self. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


ONDON, Aug. .29.—Both Hawley 
L Crippen, the American doctor, and 

Ethel Claire Leneve, his typist, 
were accused of the murder of Belle 
Elmore, the former's wife, in the 
formal charge read to them in the 
Bow street police court today. 

Miss Leneve was charged also with 
harboring and maintaining Crippen af- 
ter the crime, knowing he had com- 
mitted it. 

Before the proceedings, Inspector 
Dew, who brought the prisoners back 
from Canada, introduced evidence to 
show that Crippen contemplated sui- 
cide while at sea, following his flight 
from this country. Crippen was quoted 
also as deciaring that his companion 
knew nothing of the trouble in which 
he was involved and Miss Leneve was 
said to have protested her innocence. - 

There was special interest in the

.| fugitives had merely laid at their door 
»| responsibility for the death of an un- 


known woman whose body was found 
in the cellar of the Crippen home at 
Hilidrop Crescent. The fact that both 
were today accused of the murder of 
Belle Elmore, the actress-wife of the 
doctor, leads to the supposition that 
the mutilated body has been identified 
to the satisfaction of the authorities.

Today this ag- 
gressive women's organization spoke 
out in defense ot the Fetsch girl, de- 
claring: 

“The ‘board of directors of the Era 
Club re-affirms its tion ken in 
the McLaughlin case, which recognizes 
the principle of equal right for a wom- 
an to avenge dishonor under the un- 
written law, which allows a man to 
take life in defense of his home and 
honor. 

“The Era Club is no advocate of 
murder nor of murder going unpun- 
ished, but. if public opinion justifies a 
man's avenging his dishonor, then a 
woman sBhould be guaranteed the same 
protection. The ent murders are the 
fruit of no so-called sentimental agi- 
tation in behalf of women, but is the 
logical consequence of false teaching 
= recognizes a dual code of mor- 
als.” 


PERRIN’S ANIMUS PROVEN. 


Senator Stone Denies Additional Wit- 
nesses for That Purpose—Some 
Sensational Testimony.

Edmond C. Cob- 
lentz, wno, while a reporter, wrote the 
interview that Dr. Perrin denied, told 
of the circumstances under which the 
statement was secured. Curtis Hillyer, 
attorney for Charles Snell, was also a 
Witness. He said he had been äp- 
proached by Judge Harper, represent- 
ing Perrin, and had been promised a 
settlement in a civil sult brought by 
Sne@i against Perrin in which 330.000 
was involved. Hillyer declared he was 
promised that Snell would get $8500 
as a compromise if he would sign a 
statement that he had information ex- 
onerating Perrin in the charges brought 
against nim by the government.

The speech in which Emperor Wil- 
liam intimated his belief that he ruled 
by divine right, was not, it is set forth, 
en act of the government, but the ex- 
pression of the personal convictions 
of the monaren and, as such, was the 
breath and spirit of his sense of duty 
resting on the religious grounds which 
His Majesty had repeatedly proclaimed 
and had made actual in his conduct 
aa ruler. 

The basis of eriticism of the Em- 
peror was his affirmation that he went 
his way without considering the opin- 
ions of the day, says the paper, which 
adds: 

“He would be a bad King who took 
the current views as the chalk line for 
his conduct. The imperial speaker ts 
declared to have put himself in oppoe- 
sition to the constitution. This con- 
clusion @an be drawn only by those 
‘who hold to the fictjon that an inde- 
pendent parliamentaty system is de- 
pendent on fluctuating ,opinion or the 
absolutism of the masses whereof the 
constitution knows nothing.

California Judge Grants Divorce on 
Ground Wedding in Portland Was 
Not Valid.

SAN JOSE, Aug. 29.—[ Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Hostetter divorce case 
was decided today in favor of Verdi 
J. Hostetter of this city, the plaintiff, 
who, a few weeks ago, told his tale of 
woe to the court. 

He said the woman trots whom he 
has just received a divorce was the 
wife of Harvey De Barber in 1908, but 
obtained a divorce from him in Decem- 
ber of that year. When her decree 
was granted by a Washington judge 
she was instructed that she was not 
at liberty to marry for six months.

The notoriety, coupled with the in- 
vestigation the police made, frightened

the blackmatlers. They kept. quiet. for 


lay in wait, fired three times at him, 
put because of the gloom or because 
the would-be assassin was not a god 
marksman, Nick escaped unharmed. 

But he was terribly frightened. 
Twice his patron saint had interposed 
between him and his unknown ene 
mies. Once, when the fire was started 
under the front porch of his little home 
and again when the attempt had been 
made to assassinate him.

Legal Proceedings 
for Harbor Road. 


Comprehensive Plans for a 

Great Highway. 

Valuable Tracts 
May Be Condemned.

Two sults to condemn the land neces- 
sary for the creation of the harbor 
highway through San Pedro and to 
acquire land for the erection of pub- 
lic warehouses win Be begun at once 
ig the Council approves a report Leslie 
R. Hewitt, special harbor counsel, 
makes today. 

The litigation will pravide the right 
of way for a roadway 130 feet wide, 
from the point where Beecon street 


highway, continuing close to the water 
front until it joins San Pedro street 
and terminates at the point where the 
Huntington fll begins. 

At this point, cighteen lots In blocks 
92 and 93 are to be condemned for the 


area to be filled with municipal ware- 


houses, which are to be contiguous: to 
the Huntington and Miner fills. The 
warehouse site is about 625 feet long 
and of an average width of about 223 
feet, and will have n Pedro street 
fer ité west front, which is to be wid- 
ened to 130 feet to continue the mu- 
‘nicipal highway. 

The location of thé warehouse site 
at the edge of the Huntington fill im- 
plies that the purpose of the Board 
of Public Works is to proceed at once 
with plats for the improvement of the 
— area, which the 
Council thy declared forfeited, to- 
gether with the adjoining strip to the 
east, whieh was a concession of the 
Los Angeles Inter-Urban Railway. 


COMPREHENSIVE SCHEME. 


condemnation proceedings Mr. Hewitt 
would not even guess.“ Reticence has 
been observed throughout in the prep- 
aration of the harbor plans, but the 
announcement of Hewitt, while not 
carrying figures, indicates that the 
comprehensive scheme is based on a

The ‘highway begins near Smith's 
Island, the middle of which ts the 
north. rnmost limit of the outer harbor, 
as in the division of the har- 
bor bond money.

The exact route of the 190-foot high- 
way to give access to all the water 
front on the west side of the channel 
and around the outer bay to the mu- 
nicipal holdings, is as follows: 

Beginning at the intersection of 
Beacon street and the county ‘high- 
way between Wilmington and San Pe- 
dro southeasterly to a point between 
Beacon and Orizaba streets; thence 
southerly, connecting with Orizaba 
street at Santa Crug street; thence 
southerly, taking in Origaba street, to 
widen which seventy feet will be taken 
from the west side abutting property 
as far as Thrord street; thence by 
taking the egsterly part of biock 
86 from Fou to Wall street, taking 
the necessary land for widening from 

Los Angeles Inter-Urdan and 
Southern Pacific railways. 
STRAIGHT TO OCEAN. 

The highway is to continue straight 
scutherly from Wall to Fourteenth 
streets, with the east line of the Plaga 
as its westerly line, and its width is 
to be taken from the lands of the two 
railways. South of Fourteenth street 
it takes three lots from block 93 and 
all of blocks 90 and 91. At Fourteenth 
street it takes the course of San Pedro 
street, continuing until the ocean is 
reached. 

That is as far as the present pro- 
ceeding carries it, but it is the plan of 
City Engineer Hamlin to continue the 
road around the bay by way of 
Crescent street and the strip of front- 
age held by the Los Angeles Inter- 
Urban, but which has been forfeited. 
This strip will bring it to the reserva- 
tion of the United States government, 
across which a route will be gained 
by consent of the government, and 
thus reach the 146 acres of reclaimable

8 the suit to condemn the harbor 
highway lands there are to be sixty- 
six defendants. The Beacon-street 
route was not considered, it is said. 
because it was extremely expensive and 
because the other route gives direct 
access to practically all of the shipping 
interests along the west side of the 
channel and eliminates the necessity 
of buying expensive business improve- 
ments.
